A GRIEVING St Martins 
couple are appealing for help 
in their fundraising cam¬ 
paign to stop county young¬ 
sters losing their lives to un¬ 
diagnosed heart conditions. 

Sue and Chris Dewhirst’s 
17-year-old son, Matthew, 
died last year from Sudden 
Arrhythmic Death Syn¬ 
drome. 

They have now launched 
a fundraising drive to pay 
for screening days where 
cardiologists test the public 
for underlying heart prob¬ 
lems. Two will be held at 
Ellesmere College next year. 

Matthew was a popular 
pupil at the college and was 
taking part in fitness ses¬ 
sions during the school holi¬ 
days in July last year when 
he died. 

His parents have organ¬ 
ised a series of fundraising 
events to pay for the screen¬ 
ing days. A sponsored row 
will be held on September 7 
at the Boathouse, Ellesmere. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: 
“These screening days can 
save lives. They are open to 
everybody and you go along 
and an expert cardiologist 
looks for any problems. 

“If you are diagnosed it 
does not mean you have to 
live your life like a couch 
potato. You can still live an 
active life and may even be 
able to play sport but you 
may have to change your 
lifestyle. Screening is vital.”

Steve Conde, 46, had been riding his black Aprilia Shiver GT 750 on the 
A49 at Dorrington, near Shrewsbury, on Monday. He had been out riding 
with three other motorcyclists when he was involved in the collision with 
a Transit van heading in the opposite direction towards Shrewsbury. 


Fresh plea 
by police 
after fatal 
accident 

A FRESH appeal has been 
launched by police for wit¬ 
nesses to a fatal road acci¬ 
dent near Oswestry over the 
bank holiday weekend. 

It involved a 60-year-old 
man who died when the box 
van he was driving left the 
A5 and went down an 
embankment near the town 
in the early hours of Satur¬ 
day. The victim has not been 
named but is believed to be 
from Shropshire. 

West Mercia Police are 
now trying to establish the 
circumstances in the 
moments leading up to the 
crash and have appealed for 
witnesses. 

Richard Ewels, a 
spokesman for West Mercia 
Police, said: “Anyone who 
saw the collision is asked to 
contact Shrewsbury police 
station by calling 101.” 

No other vehicle was 
involved in the crash on the 
A5 at around 4.45am on Sat¬ 
urday. 

The box van was travel¬ 
ling from the direction of 
Mile End roundabout, near 
Oswestry, towards Shrews¬ 
bury. 


Mr Conde, who has a son Matthew and a 
daughter Rachel, grew up in Park Hall, 
Gobowen. 

He ran a successful joinery business in 
Liverpool Road, Oswestry and was known 
in the town as a keen motorcyclist. 

His family have confirmed that he had 
been in the collision but did not want to 
make any further comment. 

Police have re-issued an appeal for wit¬ 
nesses, and especially for the driver of a car 
which was travelling in the same direction 
as the motorbikes to come forward. 

Richard Ewels, West Mercia Police 
spokesman, said: “In particular we would 
like to speak to the driver of a dark coloured 
car, possibly a VW Golf, which was travel¬ 
ling in the same direction as the motorcy¬ 
clist, to get in touch. 

“Its driver was flashing headlights as a 
warning to oncoming traffic about the col¬ 
lision and may have seen it happen.” 

The collision happened at about 12.30pm 
and involved a red Ford Transit. 

Mr Conde was airlifted to the University 
Hospital North Staffordshire in Stoke but 
died shortly after arriving. 

The driver of the van was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital with shock. 

The main road through Dorrington was 
sealed off for several hours following the 
crash. 

Any witnesses to the collision are asked 
to contact Shrewsbury Police on 101. 

Tools taken in van

The gardener was parked outside a house 
in Middleton Road, Oswestry, when the 
white 03 registration Transit high-top van 
was stolen at about 11.30am on Monday.

The estate has planning permission for a 
luxury home after the ruins of the Fosters’ 
burnt-out house were demolished in 2011, 
with the grounds completely cleared. 

Mrs Tibbitts said she hopes the estate 
will make a beautiful place to live despite 
the tragedy. 

“Quite what someone will do when they 
buy it is very difficult to say, but it would be 
very impressive if it was built to the plans 
that have been approved,” she said. 

Osbaston House was destroyed in a fire 
in August 2008 when Christopher Foster, 
who was facing being declared bankrupt, 
shot his wife Jill and their 15-year-old 
daughter Kirstie. 

He also killed the family’s pets before set¬ 
ting fire to the house. He died in the blaze. 

In 2009, Shropshire Council granted 
planning permission for the remains of the 
five-bedroom house to be demolished to 
make way for a luxury home. 

The 16-acre estate has now been pre¬ 
pared for a larger house, in a different loca¬ 
tion to the original home.

Heritage steam railway 
has golden anniversary 


WELSHPOOL & Llanfair Light Railway 
will be holding a steam gala this 
weekend to celebrate its golden 
anniversary in preservation. 

The last passenger train ran on the line in 
November 1956 but, within three years, a 
preservation bid was underway and the line 
reopened as a heritage railway in 1963. 

The steam gala will take place on Saturday 
and Sunday at the railway, which runs between 
Welshpool and Llanfair Caereinion. 

Andrew Charman, spokesman for the rail¬ 
way, said: “On November 3, 1956, crowds 
turned out to watch what was thought to be the 
last train on the Welshpool & Llanfair Light 
Railway. 

“British Railways had decided the eight-mile 
narrow gauge line - which had not offered a

passenger service for 25 years - was uneco¬ 
nomic and announced its closure. 

“The very last train was a special for 
respected railway enthusiasts’ group the 
Stephenson Locomotive Society. 

Snapping 

“About 150 enthusiasts crowded onto the 
train’s freight wagons, sitting on benches that 
had been borrowed from Welshpool’s main line 
station. 

“Many more chased the train in their cars, 
snapping some last photos of the line, while a 
silver band played at various stops. 

“Most present thought that was the end of 
the Llanfair Jinny, as the line was known to 
local residents. 


“But it reopened as a heritage railway in 
1963 - 50 years ago.” 

To celebrate the event, the railway’s annual 
steam gala will this year include a recreation of 
the last train. 

No. 822 ‘The Earl’ - the same locomotive 
used on that day in 1956 - will arrive in Llan¬ 
fair at 4pm on Saturday afternoon, with suit¬ 
ably-dressed volunteers in the wagons and the 
Aberystwyth Silver Band playing on the plat¬ 
form. 

At Llanfair a free shuttle bus will transport 
visitors up the hill to the Caereinion High 
School and the separate-entry Llanfair Garden 
Railway Show, featuring large-scale models 
mostly powered by steam.

Appeal after 
racist attack 


TWO men have been attacked and sub¬ 
jected to racist and homophobic abuse while 
walking through Oswestry. 

The men, aged 20 and 31, were visitors 
to the town who were walking their dog 
along the disused railway track between the 
gas works bridge, near Sycamore Drive, and 
Coney Green, they passed a large group of 
people sitting under the bridge.

In particu¬ 
lar, there was a woman walking with a 
young child along the track at the time of 
the offence and I would ask her to come for¬ 
ward, or anyone who knows her identity.”

Among the signatories was Rita Baker, 
from Russell, New Zealand, who said: “This 
is a very important site of National History 
that needs protection - how anybody can 
place a housing development right next to it 
is beyond me! Don’t do it!”

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Parents' heartfelt campaign 
for better health screening

SCHOOLBOY Matthew 
Dewhirst was the epitome of a 
fitness fanatic. 

A hugely talented rugby player, 
the 17-year-old was also a keen 
footballer and cricketer. 

Always on the go, always active, the 
popular Ellesmere College music schol¬ 
arship student was the last person his 
parents Sue and Chris would think 
would have had any underlying heart 
problems. 

But just over a year ago the family’s 
life changed for ever when, while 
attending fitness sessions at the college 
during the summer holidays in July, the 
teenager collapsed. 

Despite the best efforts of para¬ 
medics, an Air Ambulance doctor and 
others, Matthew was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Sue and Chris Dewhirst, understand¬ 
ably, were shocked and bewildered over 
how their fit teenage son could die in 
such tragic circumstances. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “Matthew had 
decided he wanted to do these training 
sessions over the summer. 

“They were not organised by 
Ellesmere College but were being held 
at the college. 

“He and his friends wanted to get as 
fit as possible ahead of the new rugby 
season. 

“It happened on the Thursday, the 
first week of the training. He was fine 
on the Monday and Tuesday and then 
on the Wednesday he told me he had to 
sit out some of the sessions because he 
was not feeling good, he was struggling

with chest pain, he was out of breath. 
My first reaction was to say ‘Oh 
Matthew, you know it’s your own fault, 
you are not drinking enough’. 

“That had been the usual problem 
when he had had problems before, we 
thought he was just not drinking 
enough.” 

Matthew went back to the training 
session the following day and what 
unfolded that day left the Sue and Chris, 
from St Martins, devastated. 

In the late afternoon staff at the col¬ 


lege called Mrs Dewhirst to tell her 
Matthew had collapsed. 

She said: “I said: ‘Just give him a 
drink, that is what will help’. But they 
said it was more serious than that and I 
should come to the college. 

“They were giving him CPR. I went to 
the college but he had died. 

“They had the Air Ambulance from 
Cosford there, a doctor was on board, 
but nothing could be done. The doctor 
pronounced him dead.” 

Mr Dewhirst had just finished a busi¬ 


ness meeting when he was alerted. He 
said: “I was thinking ‘just give him a 
drink, he will come round’. 

“I saw the Air Ambulance landing as 
I arrived. It was then that I knew this 
was serious.” 

The couple were left in shock, puzzled 
over how their only child who had fol¬ 
lowed such a strict fitness regime could 
have died while trying to improve his 
health. 

A phone call from the coroner was the 
first time the couple were given an 


inkling that their son had an underlying 
heart complaint. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “It was about a 
week after that the coroner called. They 
had done tests and nothing had shown 
up. We were then advised to have a look 
for information about SADS.” 

SADS or Sudden Arrhythmic Death 
Syndrome kills at least 12 young people 
every week in the UK. 

Mrs Dewhirst said it was then the 
realisation struck that their son had had 
an undiagnosed heart complaint. 


Regular 
testing a 
must to 
save lives 

REGULAR screening days 
are vital in preventing 
young people from dying 
from undiagnosed heart con¬ 
ditions, Sue and Chris 
Dewhirst say. 

The couple have raised 
thousand of pounds through 
their CRY for Matthew fund 
to pay for four screening 
days next year but say they 
are desperately keen to 
attract more funding. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “We 
have been fundraising a lot 
and we have organised four 
screening days next year. 

“The screening days are 
open to everybody and you 
go along and an expert car¬ 
diologists looks for any prob¬ 
lems. 

“We are doing this for 
Shropshire and for 
Cheshire, for the families 
who live in this area because 
it is vital young people are 
screened for any problems. 

Two of the screening days 
will be held at the home of 
Matthew’s favourite football 
team Crewe Alexandra and 
two at Ellesmere College. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “We 
don’t just want to do the 
screening for one year and 
then stop, we want to keep 
going and we need the com¬ 
munity’s support.” 

The next fundraiser is a 
sponsored rowing event at 
the Boathouse in Ellesmere 
on September 7.

PAINTING on walls is usually discouraged, 
but in Oswestry it’s becoming the norm. 

Artwork in the form of giant murals has been 
appearing in the town for the past three years, and 
this week work began on the latest addition to the 
town’s portfolio. 

Artist Jim Heath has begun work on a life-size image 
of a railway station in Her¬ 
bie Roberts Way, near to 
Wilkinson in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

It is designed to comple¬ 
ment the previously 
painted train opposite the 
store. 

The George pub near the 
Bailey Head has also been 
decorated with silhouetted 
figures painted in to the 
windows and doors. 

Mr Heath, who lives in 
Chirk, said the project is 
the first large-scale mural 
he has been invited to work 
on. 

Once completed it will be 
52ft long and up to 13ft 
high. 

“My initial reaction 
when I saw the train mural 
in the town was ‘wow’,” he 
said. “So when I was asked 
to paint this mural I was 
delighted. 

Sketch 

“The original idea I had 
was that it was going to be a 
straight platform along the 
wall, but then I thought if I 
did that it wouldn’t be next 
to the train, so I’ve added in 
a corner and 3D view on the 
end nearest the train so that 
it looks as if the platform 
runs opposite the train.” 

The first stage of the 
painting is to clean the wall 
with a broom head and then 
to sketch out the basic 
design. 

Two blocked up windows 
and a bricked up doorway in 
the wall will be incorporated 
into the design as a ticket 
office, left luggage office and 
door into a waiting room. 

Next, Mr Heath will block 
out the basic shapes before 
beginning to work on the 
details. 

And today (Thursday) he 
will be climbing some scaf¬ 
folding to work on the top 
section of the design. 

He said he expects to fin¬ 
ish the painting by the end 
of September, and will be 
working at the wall for three 
days a week for the next two 
weeks. 

The mural is being cre¬ 
ated as part of the Footfall 
project in Oswestry. 


Warning is

“Please advise older 
neighbours and relatives to 
refuse offers of work from 
cold callers and unknown 
doorstep callers.” 

West Mercia Police 
spokesman Richard Ewels 
said: “A report was received 
about two men who called at 
an address in Llys Close say¬ 
ing work needed to be car¬ 
ried out on the roof. It 
appears they were bogus 
callers. We strongly advise 
people not to accept offers of 
work on their home or gar¬ 
den from strangers. 

“These callers may well be 
bogus traders, who do little 
or no work and then charge 
exorbitant amounts. 

“If maintenance work is 
required, get a quote from a 
local tradesman so when 
they arrive at an agreed 
time, you know they are gen¬ 
uine.”

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Great news - middle age starts at 53 now! 


THERE was great news for the forty 
and fifty somethings this week with 
revelations that middle age now 
starts at 53. 

Rising life expectancy and healthier 
lifestyles mean the milestone of reaching 
“middle age” has now got older, with most 
in their fifties thinking the gap between the 
young and old is now more blurred. 

A study of 2,000 men and women found 
attitudes towards growing older are chang¬ 
ing - with middle age moving from the aver¬ 
age age of 41 to the mid-fifties. 

And when it comes to hitting the mile¬ 
stones, the older generation were three 
times more likely to describe turning 50 as 
the point they reached a new stage in life 
than when they turned 30 or 40.

“I LOVE to laugh, ha! ha! ha! ha!” - 
the scene in Mary Poppins where 
everyone rises to the ceiling, 
helpless with laughter, could pro¬ 
vide the theme for the latest feel¬ 
good trend to come to Oswestry. 

Laughter Yoga is the intriguing title for 
an event which takes place every Tuesday 
evening at the Quaker meeting room in Oak 
Street, Oswestry. 

It is led by Wes Floyd, who has brought 
the phenomenon to Shropshire. 

Laughter yoga combines laughter exer¬ 
cises and deep yoga breathing. The idea is to 
increase the amount of oxygen in the body 
while being playful and it is said to make 
participants feel more healthy, energised and 
alive. 

A typical session includes four steps - 
warm-up exercises, which include clapping 
and speaking gibberish to help people loosen 
up and reduce inhibitions, deep breathing, a 
time for “childlike playfulness”, and then 
laughter exercises which can be yoga-based. 

Participants generally sit in a circle so 
people can see each other and make eye con¬ 
tact. 

Mr Floyd said: “Laughter yoga requires 
no special clothing or equipment and is open 
to everyone regardless of level of fitness or 
previous experience.” 

His flyers for the free hour session pro¬ 
claim that laughter is the best medicine. 

“People usually come for the first time out 
of curiosity,” he admits, “but also with a 
sense that laughter really is good for them. 

“After their initial visit they often return 
for a great loud laugh every week and we 
now regularly have double figures every ses¬ 
sion.” 

I went along to try it for myself, and I 
must admit I found the first 10 minutes or 
so more than weird as we were taken 
through exercises to make us deliberately 
laugh. 


But, once I laughed spontaneously, I had 
a great time, as did the rest of the group, 
who were aged between 10 and 60-some- 
thing. 

We found ourselves talking gibberish or 
blowing our troubles into imaginary bal¬ 
loons and laughing as they “whizzed sky¬ 
wards”. 

Husband and wife Fiona and Matthew 
Rickards not only go to laughter yoga 
together, they also practise at home, much 
to the amusement of their neighbours. 

But they admit there had not been a lot 
of mirth in their house before they found 
laughter yoga. 

Fiona said: “I have been suffering from 
depression and have been unable to work. I 
heard about laughter yoga and thought I 
had nothing to lose. It is wonderful,” she 
adds. 

“The people who go are lovely and the 
laughter is so infectious.” Matthew said: “It 


was so nice to see Fiona come home with a 
smile on her face. She has not smiled a lot 
recently. 

“I thought I had better go along and see 
what it was all about. It was really strange 
the first time but I went back again and was 
so glad that I did.” 

And it seems laughter yoga can also help 
away from the home, too. 

Businesswoman Fiona Barnes, from Gob- 
owen, said: “The first time I came I felt 
amazing. 

“The next day I had a really difficult 
client at work. But I didn’t let it worry me 
like I have done. I now take life’s struggles 
so much better.” 

Debbie Phillips, from Oswestry, said she 
wouldn’t miss a Tuesday evening. “Some¬ 
times we just need an excuse to laugh,” she 
says. 

“There are days when you really don’t 
think that you have a laugh in you. 


“But it doesn’t take long before you are 
smiling and laughing. It is such a tonic.” 

Ian Reynolds, 32, is a personal trainer. 
“Laughter yoga is so good for breathing,” he 
explains. 

“It helps the diaphragm and it gets oxy¬ 
gen into the body. But it is also so good for 
your well-being.” 

Ian goes along with mother, Trisha, who 
has been involved in therapy for years. 

Trish, who took along home-made choco¬ 
lates this week to celebrate Oswestry 
Laughter Yoga’s 25th session, said: “Laugh¬ 
ter is always wonderful therapy and is good 
for everyone. 

“We came along because we had heard 
about Laughter Yoga and were intrigued. 
Now it is an important part of our social cal¬ 
endar.”

SCHIZOPHRENIC AUNT’S LAST WILL WAS DRAWN UP WITHOUT HER BEING FULLY AWARE. 


Q: My aunt passed away last month. She was schizophrenic and was living in a care home. Her finances were under the care of the Court of Protection. I know 
that she had made a Will before she became ill, which left all of her belongings to me, my brother and my sister in equal shares, and we were all to be joint 
Executors of her estate. However, since my aunt’s death, I’ve found out that a new Will was drawn up within the last year which leaves everything to my sister and 
names her as sole Executor. The Will has not been endorsed by any doctor and there was no change in my aunt’s condition prior to her death. Can my brother 
and I do anything to challenge this new Will? 

A: You should consult a solicitor immediately as they will need to take steps to protect your position. Your solicitor will place a notice on the register to prevent 
a Grant of Probate from being obtained in relation to your aunt’s estate. It will then be necessary to examine the circumstances of the signing of the new Will 
to establish whether the formal requirements were adhered to and whether your aunt had sufficient capacity to make a new Will. Because of her condition, in 
the absence of evidence to the contrary, it will be presumed that your aunt did not have capacity to make a new Will, which will make the new Will invalid. It is 
essential that you take legal advice as soon as possible, as you will only have a limited amount of time to take action.with information about your dog’s likes, 
dislikes and care requirements. In return you will receive a card to carry as evidence of your wishes. Some solicitors are able to supply the Care Card leaflet and 
assist in completing it when writing your Will.

Crime is 
fuelled by 
lack of a 
deterrent 

IT bothers me that we have 
lost sight of the fact that a 
police presence was always a 
deterrent. 

It also bothers me that as 
the population has grown, 
the ratio of police officers to 
public is getting smaller. 
And yet it could be true to 
say that the ratio of crimi¬ 
nals to total population is 
anything but reducing. 

A lack of deterrent must 
surely be an open opportu¬ 
nity for the ‘bad guys’. 

The public sector has 
been battling with over¬ 
spend and waste for at least 
40 years in my experience, 
and that was not helped dur¬ 
ing the Labour administra¬ 
tion, increasing the number 
of public sector employees 
by 25 per cent. Many of 
these were non jobs, often 
created because it seemed to 
be politically expedient. 

During this time the 
amount of criminal legisla¬ 
tion has also increased, 
which in theory requires 
more police time, but as we 
are effectively cutting down 
on police time, the only 
assumption is that we are 
not going to police effec¬ 
tively. 

Therefore it seems stupid 
to assume that Joe public is 
100 per cent likely to behave 
like a model citizen. Within 
the Air Cadet organisation, 
recruits are encouraged in 
matters of respect, discipline 
and citizenship. It goes with¬ 
out saying that a lot of the 
crime reported would not 
happen if everyone followed 
that model. 

The overall situation is 
not helped by the major 
influx of people from over¬ 
seas, many of whom, to me, 
seem to play by different 
rules and are not intent on 
integrating. 

Why else do we see a rise 
on gang culture? It is not as 
if we have a shortage of 
clubs, youth groups or activ¬ 
ities which help focus the 
mind and idle hands. 

But in all of this, there is 
one thing we can be certain 
of, and that is that the ‘bad 
guys’ do not suffer from any 
budgetary constraints. It is 
business as usual because 
the opportunities present 
themselves more and more 
frequently. 

OK, in any business you 
have to identify opportuni¬ 
ties, but because we, the 
public, are so complacent 
(and that is being kind) 
there is no shortage of 
opportunities - but more so, 
because there is now no 
deterrent.

Councillor Garry Banks, cabinet portfolio 
holder for localism, said: “In February 2009 
the extent of the maintenance backlog at 
Neuadd Maldwyn was revealed. It was 
acknowledged that to remain permanently 
at Neuadd Maldwyn would require signifi¬ 
cant long-term investment. At the time, the 
estimated maintenance figure stood at £1.5 
million over a five-year period.” 

Councillor Banks said the figure is now 
about £3 million. He added: “Initial indica¬ 
tions show the maintenance backlog 
remains constant. The figures do not 
include improvements including refurbish¬ 
ment of the chamber. In addition, the con¬ 
dition of mobile units to the rear of the 
building is such that staff have had to be 
relocated and the units closed.”

mega-dairy scheme

A DECISION on whether plans 
for a mega-dairy at Leighton 
housing up to 1,000 cows will 
be given the go ahead has still 
not been made - almost a 
month after the target deci¬ 
sion date. 

The Welsh Assembly said that a 
lot of work was still being put in to 
making a decision on the plans put 
forward by farmer Fraser Jones, 
who wants to build the dairy on his 
land near Welshpool. 

The project was the subject of a 
week-long inquiry in April and a tar¬ 
get date for a decision had been set 
for July 24. 

But the Assembly said while min¬ 
isters are working towards publish¬ 
ing a decision there was still “lots” of 
work to be done. No new decision 
date has been set. 

Intrusive 

Campaigners fighting the plans say 
it will be a danger to the health of the 
children at the nearby Leighton Pri¬ 
mary School and visually intrusive. 

A spokeswoman for the Welsh 
Assembly said: “That’s when our offi¬ 
cials were aiming to have a decision 
by and since then they’ve written to 
the relevant parties to let them know 
a decision will be taken as soon as 
possible. 

“The officials were working 
towards that date. There’s lots of

work to be done along the way.” Mr 
Jones was unavailable for comment 
today. 

The inquiry heard that Mr Jones 
wants to expand his Lower Leighton 
Farm to include the mega dairy 
which would house 1,000 cattle next 
to the school. 

Local residents and animal wel¬ 
fare groups voiced their anger at the 
plan, which includes three large 
buildings, a fodder storage unit, two 
slurry stores and a water storage 


tower, but Mr Jones says he has gone 
to great lengths to address concerns. 

At the public inquiry historic set¬ 
tlements expert and archaeologist 
Eileen Griffiths, said the dairy farm 
would have a detrimental affect on 
the Offa’s Dyke path, which passes 
nearby and the National Trust’s 
Powis Castle estate. 

Villagers said the dairy would be too 
close to their homes and the school 
and objections have been raised about 
noise, the smell, flies, pollution, 
increased traffic, the size of the devel¬ 
opment and its visual impact. 

Criticism 

A local action group known as 
Calfe - Campaign Against Leighton 
Farm Expansion - was formed to 
oppose the dairy development, and the 
scheme has attracted criticism from 
the National Trust which is concerned 
about the visual impact on Powis Cas¬ 
tle. 

But Mr Jones has said he intends to 
plant trees to screen the dairy and said 
he had thought the application 
through to monitor flies, the smell and 
animal welfare. 

In November 2011, Powys County 
Council’s planning committee said it 
was minded to approve the dairy appli¬ 
cation subject to a report about out¬ 
standing issues, even though it had 
been recommended for refusal. 

But the matter was discussed again 
last October after changes in the coun¬ 
cil’s constitution and committee mem¬ 
bership, and it was rejected and the 
matter was called in by the Welsh 
Assembly.

Farmers warned to keep 
an eye out for Leaf Spot

FARMERS should keep an 
eye out for Leaf Spot (Drech- 
slera) in grass fields this 
autumn, as reports of this 
fungal disease have risen 
sharply over the past two 
years. 

Recent NIAB TAG trials have 
recorded more than 40 per cent of the 
leaf area of some swards infected with 
it. 

Encouraged by wet and cloudy 
weather, pastures in the west of Eng¬ 
land and Wales are most susceptible- 
although all areas are at some risk. 

The disease attacks the leaves of the 
grass plant - starting as small black 
speckles which develop into 
brown/black lesions, often with a yel¬ 
low halo. The leaf eventually dies, 
reducing grass yield and feed quality. 
Cattle and sheep will reject infected 
grass, allowing the disease to spread 
further. 

“One of the main problems with 
Leaf Spot is that it keeps on going into 
the winter,” says Tim Kerridge, agri¬ 
cultural sales director for DLF Tri¬ 
folium. 

“Ryegrass swards are often seen to 
be heavily infected in September and 
October, but the disease persists in 
cold weather, causing more damage 
and plant loss. This leads to poor early 
spring growth, giving weeds chance to 
establish in bare patches where grass 
plants have died.

Five-bed country home 
dates from 17th century 


The White House at Great Ness, near Shrews¬ 
bury, is a Grade II listed property believed to 
date from the early 17th century.

Drug use 
dilemma 
on staff 
revealed 

FEARS have been raised 
that employers in Mid Wales 
could be turning a “blind 
eye” to worker drug abuse 
following a survey. 

The report claims that 
almost a fifth (19 per cent) 
of employers based in Mid 
Wales admit they don’t have 
enough knowledge or train¬ 
ing to identify if a worker is 
under the influence of recre¬ 
ational drugs, even though 
more than three quarters 
(78 per cent) of them claim 
to exercise zero tolerance 
towards substance abuse. 

However, six out of 10 
businesses based in the 
region admitted that they 
would never enforce their 
anti-drug policies through 
random drug testing. 

This apparent inconsis¬ 
tency emerged in a survey of 
Welsh firms carried by RMG 
on behalf of global health 
business Synergy Health. 

Martin Tavener, a former 
detective chief inspector 
with the Welsh Police 
Regional Organised Crime 
Unit, expressed alarm at the 
ambivalence of many em¬ 
ployers towards what he 
said is a growing problem of 
people going to work with 
recreational drugs in their 
system. 

“If control measures are 
not in place, or not being 
actively enforced, employers 
could find themselves vul¬ 
nerable to prosecution in the 
event of an incident,” he

House, the former head office of the 
Ellesmere Canal Company. 

The trust has carried out a major project 
at the yard to bring the old blacksmith’s 
forge back into use. 

The yard’s development dates from 
around 1806 and major alterations were car¬ 
ried out to the workshops between 1884 and 
1901 when the site became a full-scale canal 
engineering works. 

The forge, which fell into a state of disre¬ 
pair once metalworking ceased on site, has 
been restored and is working again. 

Richard Williams, spokesman for the 
event, said: “The project involved repairs, 
refurbishment and replacement of heritage 
features, repointing of the chimney, and 
installation of a new fan and water bath to 
enable blacksmith Rowan Taylor to take on 
the lease of the building from next month. 

“The Canal and River Trust has also 
worked with volunteers to produce an inven¬ 
tory of all the historic items and tools within 
the forge. This is the first phase of proposed 
works to bring back to life some of the build¬ 
ings at this important site. 

“Relighting the forge at Ellesmere has 
been made possible by funding from Shrop¬ 
shire’s Market Town Revitalisation and a 
contribution from the Local Joint Commit¬ 
tee in partnership with the Canal and River 
Trust.” 


Homes build 
plans change 

PLANS for homes in Kinnerley have been 
changed after parish councillors said they 
would prefer smaller, more affordable 
homes to be built. 

Outline planning permission was given 
for seven homes on land at Kinnerley near 
Oswestry earlier this year. 

The original application indicated the 
homes would be large, five-bedroom houses. 

But a follow-up application now lodged 
for full planning permission says the plans 
have been changed and it is hoped 12 
smaller homes will be built instead. 

The developers say the changes have 
come about after parish councillors indi¬ 
cated the village was more in need of 
smaller more affordable properties on the 
land formerly to the rear of Jubilee House, 
Kinnerley. 

A design and access statement lodged in 
support of the bid by applicant Steve Jen¬ 
nings says: “The application proposes the 
development of 12 dwellings, comprising of 
five 2-bed, four 3-bed, two 4-bed homes and 
a 3-bed bungalow.

New centre at 
nature reserve

Luke Neal, the acting programme man¬ 
ager for the Meres and Mosses Landscape 
Partnership Scheme (MMLPS), said: “We 
started building in May and the idea was to 
build on the excellent educational work that 
has already happened.”

Welshpool areas have received 
their GCSE results with some 
schools reporting another record 
year. 

Headteachers said there was little evi¬ 
dence that the national fall in pass rates 
had been repeated in the area. 

At Oswestry School the percentage of top 
grades A* to B was 69 per cent, which was 
more than double the national average. 

“Our A*to C is 90 per cent which again 
beats the 68 per cent national average, these 
figures along with our 100 per cent pass rate 
sees a five per cent improvement on last 
year’s strong performance,” said headmaster 
Douglas Robb. 

“Despite the national picture of the govern¬ 
ment “toughening up” these exams, this was 
an exceptional achievement. I am delighted.” 

At The Marches School elated students 
and staff celebrated as results shone across 
the spectrum with 93 per cent of students 
achieved at least 5 GCSE A*-C grades, with 
the number of students achieving at least 
eight A*s and As doubling.

Pest-controlling duties done, 
wasps are public enemy No 1 


AS we move into September 
we enter, what is for some, a 
very unpopular time. 

I’m not referring to the end of 
the summer holidays or the con¬ 
clusion of hot sunshine, nor 
even the winding up of fete, fair 
and show season. 

No, in September it is the 
wildlife and certain plants that 
drive some people mad; but is this 
unpopularity warranted? 

I’ll begin with the plants. As we 
enter autumn and the other 
plants and their flowers have died 
back, there is a very important 
plant that keeps flowering - ivy. 

Ivy may rip paintwork off 
houses and penetrate the smallest 
of cracks only to make them big¬ 
ger and more expensive to fix, but 
it is one of the few late flowering 
plants in and around our gardens 
and the nectar forms an impor¬ 
tant food sources for bees and 
wasps. 

If you can bear it, take care of 
your ivy and in return, the insects 
that pursue it will be sure to 
return to the rest of your flower¬ 
ing plants next year. 

But I mentioned wasps, another 
candidate for public enemy num¬ 
ber one. There are seven different 
wasp species in Britain. 

Common and German wasps 
seemingly suddenly appear in Sep¬ 
tember but in fact this is because 
their pattern of obtaining food has 
changed. During the spring and

summer, wasps are busy hunting 
down other insects in order to feed 
to the larvae in the nest. The lar¬ 
vae, who provide a sweet saliva in 
return, are produced by the queen 
and since she has stopped laying 
eggs, there are now no larvae for 
the workers to feed. 

Their roles as selfless providers 
now redundant, the worker wasps 
treat themselves to a few weeks of 
luxury before the winter ends their 
lives - fair enough I suppose! 

Sting 

As a result, they move on to 
other sweet substitutes, such as 
the juices of fallen fruit, the jam in 
your cherry bakewell or the sugar 
in your fizzy drink. 

Unfortunately, it is now that 
wasps, with their ability to sting 
and not die, become particularly 
unpopular in the garden. Seeing as 
they’ve done such a good job as 
pest controllers, it seems a little 
unjust to swat them now; from 
hero to zero. 

Another ostracised creature that 
may make its way into our gardens 
is the ubiquitous grey squirrel. 
The mammal everyone loves to 
hate, greys were introduced to 
Great Britain in the mid-19th cen¬ 


tury and after many releases they 
began to increase dramatically at 
the beginning of the 20th century. 

With an estimated population of 
two million, they dwarf their 
native cousins, our red squirrel, 
whose population is estimated at 
just 140,000. 

The grey squirrel may be public 
enemy Number One, but it does of 
course have some interesting 
habits of its own. Like our reds, it 
does not hibernate and so it’s a 
very wildlife-watcher friendly ani¬ 
mal as it can be seen all year 
round. 

The reason for this is that it 
cannot store enough energy to 
survive for long periods without 
food. However, you may have seen 
a squirrel ‘drey’ or nest high up in 
the branches of trees in thick 
woodland. Squirrels use these to 
give birth in but they build a 
larger, thicker, winter drey, usu¬ 
ally situating it on a strong 
branch close to the trunk. 

This can then be used in very 
cold weather and acts as a warm, 
safe base from which the squirrel 
will venture out from in order to 
find its hidden stores of food. 

For some added comfort, winter 
dreys are often shared for 
warmth. It even has a fur lined 
bedspread; as it sleeps, it curls its 
tail around its body to act as a 
blanket.

MUSIC fans are in for a treat this 
week as progressive folk pio¬ 
neers Tir na nOg will be perform¬ 
ing at The Ironworks tonight 
(Thursday). 

Comprising of Leo O’Kelley and 
Sonny Condell the band formed in 
Dublin in 1969, taking their name 
from Irish mythology. 

The pair were part of the first wave 
of progressive folk, alongside the likes 
of Nick Drake and Pentangle and have 
had a massive influence on the genre. 
Over the years the band have managed 
to produce a total of six studio albums 
starting with their self titled album in 


1971. The band actually split up in 
1974 as both musicians decided to go 
their separate ways and pursue solo 
careers. 

It was not until 1985 that they 
reformed, releasing the single and 
‘Love is Like A Violin’, and have been 
touring on and off since then. 

Known for their entrancing live 
shows the band’s music has a heavy 
Celtic influence but also touches on 
space rock and psychedelic music of 
the early 70s.
